few fatal aecidents ever ocour.

There have been many minor leaguers and even a

greater number killed in semi-pro or

but the history of the major leagues for fifty years
shows an abnormally small number of fatal aceidents.

When you consider the number of big league pitchers
using the speed of a Johnson, a Walsh or others, and
the number of men who are hit, the wonder grows that

so few accidents result.

The death of Byrne, of West Point, in football is
one of the few fatal accidents that have come upon the
better known elevens, and this was over a decade ag0.
